A bulletin has beon issned from the 
Agricultural department, Ottawa, giv- 
ing areportof the results of farm ex- 
perime its earriedon at the Govern- 
ment farms during 1896, The experi- 
ments relate to grain, fodder and root 
crops. The results should be of great 
value to farmers in aifording th m in- 
formation in time to be used in grow- 
Ing their next crops. 
The first grain treated of is oats. 
Fifty-eight varieties of this grain were 
tested at the various government 
farms. At the Manitoba farm the 
Banner oat gave the largest yield, re- 
turning just 100 bushels to the acre, 
and in the average for all farms the 
~Panner also leads. The twelve best 
varieties at Brandon varied in’ yield 
from about 76 bushels per acre up to

°3 Eubonic Plague of India is But 
the ‘ Black Death * 


WHICH HAS CLAIMED MILLIO 


Writing of the plague in India a 
contemporary says: Hali the po 
Pulation of Bombay, has fled before 
the dread destroyer. Busines: is at a 
standstill. The cemeteries are filled 


to overflowing. Men die in the etreetes; | 


their fellows fear to bury them, ami 
the rotting corpses remain in the 


thoroug btares 

This horrible recom! reads like a 
Page from Defoe’s graplic Journal 
a the Plague Year. And, it is a mat- 
ter of fact, the bubonic plague is 
identical with the frightful peetil- 
ence Defoe cescribes. It is the same 
eeourge whieh in that memorable 
year (1€64-65) slew 63,595 of the 
people of London, out of a populat.on 
of 460,000, twothirds of whom had 
fled the city for safety. It is the 
same epidemic, which, under the 
name of the Black Death, was so fre- 
quentiy the terror of Europe during 
the Middle Ages. 

The plague has not appeared in 
Europe since its disastrous outbre:k 
in Marseilles in 1720, but it has al- 
ways been more or less prevalent in 
Asia and Africa. It was known of tn 
Syria, Eeypt and Libya early in the 
Christian era. One of its most viru- 
lent outbreaks was in the sixteenth 
century, When China, that land of 
Myriads, Wus nearly cepopulated. In 


1603, to less than L.O000,00000 lives 
Were lost in Eeypt. India bas been 
practically exempt from ita ravages 


until the present century ; but at var- 
ious times since 1515 there jiave been 
outbreaks in different portions of 
the Hindustan peninsula. The present 
pestilecee had its beginning at Canton, 
about two years ago. It arose from 
the fearful fiith of the plaee. It spread 
to Formosa and tho Malay peninsula, 
and thence crept its deadly course into 
India. It is a singular thing that the 
disease appears to affeet rats as well 
as human beings: and the first warn- 
ing given the affrighted people of a 
Stricken locacity thit the grim visitor 
is in their midst is the swarming into 
their dwellings of these vermin, swol- 
len and staggering, with all the reymp- 
toms of human delirium, and dying by 
thousands in the utmost agony. 

The disease had for some time been 
suspectal to be bacteriologic, but it 
in only quite lately that its speci- 
hacilius has been discovered. The dis- 
covery Was made by a Japanese, and 
experiments are noav being  under- 
taken in Paris with the view of pro- 
ducing «a vaccine, so that the scourge 
may tLe fought by inoculation. The 
progress of the disease, when it 
fastens upon a person is sudden, 
Death often oceurs within 2& hours 
and generally within two days. The 
first symptom is a chill. This is fol- 
lowed by high fever, with violent 
headache and burning thirst, gener- 
ally ending In delirium. T’ains in the 
upper part of the abdomen follow. 
A sticky perspiration exudes from 
the pores. Then glandular swellings 
appear in the groin, the neck or ure 
der the armpits. It is these tumors, 
or buboes, which give the plague 
one of ita names. If the patient lives 
long enough, these tumors suppurate. 


Dark spots upon the skin and oce- 
casionally internal hemorrhages, 
herald the approach of  dis- 


solution. It ia these dark spote which 
have earned for the pestilence {te 
designation “The Black Death.” The 
proportion of fatal cases ranges from 
50 to 90 per cent., according to the 
virulence of the epidemic. There is no 
recom! of the plague having ever 
appeared on this continent, and it is
